The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance:

The prior art does not teach or suggest the claimed visible-light-responsive 
three-dimensional fine cell-structured photocatalytic filter, comprising a sponge-like 
porous structural body containing silicon carbide and at least one material selected from 
the group consisting of silicon, a silicon alloy, and carbon having a porosity of 85 vol.% 
or more, and a titanium oxide coating provided on the surface thereof, wherein the 
porous structure is prepared by immersing said porous structural body in a solution 
containing or generating titanium oxide, drying said immersed structural body, and 
thereafter firing said dried structural body at 100°C to 800°C in an oxidizing 
atmosphere.
